- Tom is a man who stands on a 
street corner in Orem, with a 
ragged cardboard sign. 

“Homeless and Hungry — Please 
Help,” is scrawled across the dirty 
cardboard in black magic marker. 
Tom said he is grateful for the peo- . 
ple who give him money. 

“I don’t force people to give me 
money,’ Tom said. “I just stand 
here and accept it. It’s my way of 
making a living — this is America, 
the land of opportunity,” he said. 

Tom eventually admitted he has a 
house in Provo, but insisted he 
would lose his house if he did not 
panhandle for a living. 

“T need it to scrape by,” 
said. 

But scraping by for Tom means 
making $250 on really good days, 
and from $50 to $100 a day usual- 
ly, he said. 

To help someone understand 
what drives people to stand on a 
corner and beg, I decided to do an 
experiment. After not shaving for a 
week, buying some second-hand 
clothes and making my own sign, I 
headed up to Salt Lake City for a 
day of panhandling. 

I stood near Temple Square for 
five hours and did not ask anyone 
for money. I just held up my sign. 

I was surprised at the reactions I 
received from some people. 

Parents would move their chil- 
dren to the other side of the side- 
walk from me. 

One woman, after she had safely 
passed by me, yelled out, “Get a 
job!” 

The people who actually gave me 
money were younger — 20 to 35

years old — and they seemed gen- 
uinely concerned for. my well- 
being. 

The result of my experiment was 
$40, which I gave to an established 
charity. 

I made $8 an hour for just stand- 
ing on the sidewalk with a sign. 
And, I was just a beginner. 

A man near: me was an old-timer’ 
who had been working the same 
area for about six months, he said. 

After watching me for a while, 
the man came over and gave me a 
dollar. 

“Someone gave this to me, but 
you need it more than I do,” he 
said. 

After talking with the stranger, I 
learned his name was Frank. I 
asked Frank why he was out asking 
people for money. He told me he 
likes the freedom of his own hours 
and moving around whenever he 
wants to. 

Frank said he averages about $75 
a day, and he has a house. 

Later, Frank’s friend Ed came by, 
and shared a cookie with Frank and 
me. : 

Ed told me he is homeless, but he 
doesn’t panhandle very often — 
only when he can’t find an odd job 
to do. He is not concerned with 
those who pose as homeless people 
to get by, he said. 

“We all have to make a living 
somehow,” he said. 

Professional panhandling is 
becoming more prevalent in Utah - 
because people in the state have a 
reputation for giving naively to 
these’ who do not need it, said a 
homeless person from Oregon, who

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Conference center gets conditional OK

Provo City Council met with the County Commisioners and received con- 
ditional support to help finance a conference and performing arts center. The 
County Commissioners want to see if local businesses will support the center, 
because it can serve as a place for business meetings as well. 

“I’m receiving letters right now from local businesses showing their support 
for the idea,” said Mayor George Stewart. 

The center would be built on city land behind the Court building. It would 
include a multipurpose auditorium, a small theatre and parking. 

The proposed facility would be funded from four sources: a county restau- 
rant 4ax, Provo City Community Development block grant funds, a loan from 
the federal government and a state grant. 

The Municipal Council must approve the use of $500,000, and a federal 
loan¢for $6.1 million. The County Commissioners must approve the use of $3 
million of County Restaurant Tax, and the State Legislature must approve its 
$1 million contribution. The state has given similar grants to Salt Lake City and 
Ogden for similar facilities. 


EPA sets lawnmower emission standards 


‘WASHINGTON — The Environmental Protection Agency announced 
Wednesday it has set emission standards for lawnmowers and other gasoline- 
powered tools, at the heart and grassy soul of American suburban life. 

‘About 10 percent of air pollution comes from the nation’s 89 million 
lawnmowers, garden tractors, chain saws and other gas-powered garden equip- 
ment. More than 6 million tons of pollutants are spewed annually by this equip- 
ment, said Mary Nichols, EPA assistant administrator for air and radiation. 

The EPA is proposing a two-phased strategy for reducing emissions ‘from 
smal gasoline engines. The first phase would set exhaust-emission standards. 
As aresult, the EPA projects a 32 percent reduction in hydrocarbons, and a 14 
percent reduction in carbon monoxide by 2003. 


16.countries join to halt declining U.S. dollar 


WASHINGTON — The United States joined with 15 other countries 
Wednesday, in a massive effort to halt a slide in the international value of the 
dollar. The Federal Reserve, and central banks in Japan and Europe, joined to 
buy greenbacks and sell other currencies. The meeting was the biggest coordi- 
nated effort of its type, since August 1992. 

~The operation met with initial success, as the dollar was driven higher in 
value. Analysts said the positive effects were likely to be short-lived, without 
other policy changes. They suggested the federal government would be forced 
within the next two weeks, to increase interest rates for a fourth time this year. 
Raising interest rates is another way a country can defend its currency. 

“These operations reflect our view that recent movements in exchange 
markets have gone beyond what is justified by economic fundamentals,” 
Treasury Secretary Lloyd Bentsen said Wednesday. “This administration sees 
no advantage to an undervalued currency.”

Justice minister 
of Japan states 
massacre a hoax

TOKYO — In remarks likely to stir 
resentment abroad, Japan’s new jus- 
tice minister said in an interview pub- 
lished Wednesday that Japan was not 
an aggressor in World War II, and 
that accounts of a notorious massacre 
by Japanese soldiers in Nanking, 
China, were a hoax. 

While the views voiced by Justice 
Minister Shigeto Nagano to the news- 
paper “Mainichi” are espoused by a 
number of conservative Japanese, it is 
rare to hear them from a Cabinet min- 
ister. 

The Foreign Ministry released a 
statement Wednesday night from 
Prime Minister Tsutomu Hata, who is 
traveling in Europe, saying he thought 
Nagano’s comment about the “Rape 
of Nanking” was “not appropriate.” 


- Hata sdid he planned to ask Nagano 


what he meant by the remarks. 

Other reactions to the remarks were 
initially muted, because most top gov- 
ernment officials were out of the 
country during national holidays. 
Officials. at the Justice Ministry and 
Nagano’s office were not available 
for comment, and calls to Nagano’s 
home were not answered. 

In the quoted remarks, Nagano said 
Japan’s aim during the war was to 
free Asian nations from European 
colonialism. 

“It. is wrong to say the war was a 
war of aggression,” he said. “We 
thought seriously about the liberation 
of colonies, to liberate a [greater East 
Asia] co-prosperity sphere.” 

Nagano’s comments were a clear 
departure from the conciliatory views 
of Japan’s previous government, 
which left office last week. 

In his first news conference after 
taking office last August, former 
Prime Minister Morihiro Hosokawa 
called World War II “a war of aggres- 
sion” and said it was wrong. The 
remarks were denounced by conserv- 
ative lawmakers and rightists. 

The difference reflects a divisive, 
painful debate on Japan’s role in the 
war that has raged between conserva- 
tive and pacifist elements of Japanese 
society for decades. 

The debate has taken on additional 
meaning now because it is linked to 
growing discussions about changing 
Japan’s postwar constitution to allow 
the country to possess a stronger, 
more active military. 

Incoming Foreign Minister Koji 
Kakizawa has advocated a new inter- 
pretation of Japan’s constitution that 
would allow it to participate in “col- 
lective self-defense.” 

There was no initial reaction to the 
remarks from China or South Korea, 
two nations that suffered at Japanese 
hands during the war. Those countries 
strongly protested remarks by former 
Prime Minister Noboru Takeshita in 
1989 that Japan’s responsibility for 
the war “will have to be decided by 
future historians.” 

The number of Chinese killed in the 
“Rape of Nanking” remains a matter 
of speculation. China says 300,000 
were killed when Japanese troops 
entered Nanking — now called 


Nanjing by the Communist leadership » 


— in 1937. 

Some prominent Japanese claim the 
Chinese death toll is propaganda, but 
at least one former Japanese officer 
puts the figure at least 150,000. 

“T think the Nanking massacres and 
other (reports of wrongdoing) are 
hoaxes,” Nagano told the “Mainichi.” 
He said he based his view on a visit to 
the city shortly after Japan began its 
occupation. 

Nagano, 71, retired as chief of staff 
of Japan’s army in 1980. He graduat- 
ed from the elite Japanese military 


academy and served in the Imperial

for the first time from March 11 to 

April 2. They witnessed first-hand, 
-.~ the turmoil that is prevalent in this 
~~ politically developing nation. 
~~ “Many of the whites fear conflict. 
They are afraid of a bloody civil 
war,” Skidmore said. “Most of the 
whites that I met carried weapons or 
had a gun close by, because they were 
afraid that black extremists would 
start plundering things after the elec- 
tion. It’s a very tense situation.” 

Whites, who own most of the land 
in South Africa, fear violence from 
blacks who will want to be equal 
landowners. “Mandela cannot give 
blacks land unless he takes it away 
from the whites, so whites are afraid 
that blacks will rise against them,” 
said Skidmore. 

“Skidmore, who was invited by the 

--Faxidermist Association of Southern 
Africa to give lectures on taxidermy 
techniques and judge a taxidermy 
competition, had interaction with all 
kinds of people during the three week 
excursion. 

“The most memorable part of the 
trip was seeing the wildlife and meet- 
ing the people. I came away realizing 
there are excellent people in South 
Africa — both black and white. The 
people made the trip wonderful,” said 
Skidmore. 

Welsh noted that the majority of. 
people in Africa want progress. “Few 
people in South Africa want to go 
backward. They don’t want trouble or 
internal strife. They want peace. The 
white people were as interested in 
Mandela being elected as anyone.” 

Welsh, who used his free time to 
visit botanical gardens throughout 
“South Africa, said, “Everyone knows 
that the country must move forward 
and there must be changes. The 
whites are hoping Mandela moves 
with moderation.”

The single season rushing record at 
BYU has stood the test of time for 
over 20 years. 

Pete Van Valkenburg, a BYU run- 
ningback from 1968 to 1972, racked 
up 1,386 yards in 1972 leading the 
conference and nation in rushing 
yardage. No runningback has come 
within 200 yards of his record since— 
the closest being Jamal Willis with 
his 1004 yard season in 1992. 

After graduating from Hillcrest 
High School, the 6’2”, 210 pound 
halfback was not heavily recruited by 
many schools. Van Valkenburg made 
it to BYU on an athlétic scholarship 
and played on the freshman football 
team. 

“I was probably a late bloomer,” 
Van Valkenburg said.” I played on 
the freshman team, and no matter how 
good you were you had to play on the 
fresman team in those days.” 

Van Valkenburg did not develop 
into the outstanding runningback he 
was, until his senior year in 1972. 

“It was LaVell’s (Edwards) first 
year (1972) and we were picked to 
come in last in the WAC,” he said. “T 
didn’t have many yards my sopho- 
more and junior years, but my senior 
year we began the season by defeat-

Willy lost his job in Oregon 20 
years ago, and has been on the road 
ever since.

“People on the street see guys who 
aren’t homeless asking for handouts,” 
said Willy. “So they end up not want- 
ing to give to people who are really in 
need — like me.” 

People who pretend to be homeless 
are misrepresenting those who are 
needy, said Brent Crane, the execu- 
tive director of the Utah Valley Food 
and Shelter Coalition. 

Instead of donating on the street, 
people should give their donations to 
established agencies, Crane said. 
This way their money is being used 
properly, for those who need it most, 
he said. 

Almost all of the needy are too 
proud to ask for handouts, but they 
will come to the shelter when they 
want help, Crane said. 

- When Crane sees someone panhan- 
dling, he approaches them and asks 
them to stop, he said. 

“T tell them that there is no reason 
they need to ask for money because 
we serve three meals a day at the 
shelter and they can come and eat 
there,” Crane said. 

The shelter serves about 200 meals a 
day to anyone who comes in, Crane 
said. The shelter is funded through 
private donations. 

“We can always use volunteers,” 
Crane said. 

Programs need to be developed to 
ensure that this type of abuse stops, 
Crane said.

There are basically two types of 
homeless people — the traditional 
homeless and the near homeless, Bahr 
said. 

The near homeless are those who 
become homeless because of a lack of 
low-income housing, spouse abuse or 
temporary disabilities, Bahr said. The 
traditionally homeless, on the other 
hand, have a much more permanent 
situation, he said.

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
— Nelson Mandela will have to make 
some tough decisions when he picks 
his right-hand man: either the hard- 
nosed negotiator whose deal-making 
helped bring him to power, or the 
suave heir-apparent raised in anti- 
apartheid activism. 

The debate over whether Cyril 
Ramaphosa, the negotiator, or Thabo 
Mbeki, the diplomat, will be first 
deputy president illustrates the mine- 
field of politics and egos Mandela 
must negotiate, as he maps out South 
Africa’s first multiracial Cabinet. 

Last week Mandela’s African 
National Congress trounced the gov- 
erning, white-led National Party and 
17. smaller parties in the first election 
to-include South Africa’s black 
majority. The victory put Mandela 
firmly in charge of a multiparty rec- 
onciliation government. 

Fhere are to be two deputy presi- 
dents; in part of a cabinet expected to 
have 27 members. 

Key ministries are sure to be 
reserved for the ANC. Former politi- 
cal detainees are expected to be in 
charge of the police, and former guer- 
rillas in charge of the army. 

In addition, about five or six jobs 
will go to National Party stalwarts, 
and at least one to Zulu nationalists. 
Both parties earned those privileges 
by winning more than 5 percent of 
last week’s vote. 

Mandela is expected to offer spots 
to-both right-wing whites and black 
militants, because he wants his 
Cabinet to represent South Africa’s 
entire political spectrum, and serve as 
a model for residents who must learn 
to-live together. 

“We might have our differences, but 
we are one people with a common 
destiny,” Mandela said Monday. 

Critics say the ANC has failed to 
explain how it will pay for its ambi- 
tious plan to build thousands of 
homes, and employ 2.5 million people 
in public works programs. 

Mandela insists the program is the 
cornerstone of his government. 

Mbeki, a 51-year-old economist and 
ANC national chairman, is one likely 
choice to handle the finance portfolio. 
Trevor Manuel, a 38-year-old former 
union organizer — who is now the 
ANC’s top economic planner, is 
another possibility.

Mbeki may spurn the Finance 
Ministry in favor of a higher profile 
as first deputy president. The South 
African media has speculated for 
months about a struggle between 
Mbeki and Ramaphosa for that post. 

Mbeki’s father, Govan, stood trial 
with Mandela and was sentenced to 
life in Robben Island prison. 

Ramaphosa, 41, is the former head 
of the powerful black National Union 
of Mineworkers. He joined :the ANC 
leadership only three years ago, but 
quickly became a symbol of black- 
white reconciliation for his role as the 
hard-bargaining ANC leader, who 
negotiated with the white government 
to bring about last week’s elections. 

The number three post will go to 
President F.W. de Klerk, leader of the 
National Party, a. group that institu- 
tionalized apartheid over its four 
decades in power. , 

De Klerk is entitled to become sec- 
ond deputy president because his 
party captured 22 percent of the vote. 

Joe Modise, the 64-year-old com- 
mander of the ANC’s guerrilla army, 
is expected to take over defense. 


Sydney Mufamadi, 35, a Communist 
Party and union activist who was 
repeatedly detained by apartheid gov- 
ernments, is now a strong candidate to 
become South Africa’s minister of 
law and order. 


One of the ANC’s few white lead- — 


ers, 67-year-old Joe Slovo, could take 
over judicial and constitutional 
affairs. Slovo is also the chairman of 
the Communist Party. 

There has been speculation the ANC 


would offer Inkatha chief 
Mangosuthu Buthelezi two Cabinet 
posts. 


A deputy presidency for Buthelezi 
himself is highly unlikely. 

Mandela took pains to praise de 
Klerk, and even pro-apartheid leader 
Constand Viljoen; Buthelezi’s name 
was notable for its absence. 

Mandela said he expected Viljoen, a 
former South African army chief — 
who ran to lead a fight for a white 
homeland, to “make a contribution” 
to his government.
